The man matched her 
description of the assailant, 
and was later identified as an 
escapee from a mental In- 
stitution.

Chancellor Gabriel Léger

The Davis government levied 
a two-tier fee Increase totalling 
upwards of 15 per cent, effect 
this fall. While a 7.5 per cent 
increase has been imposed by 
the Province, the legislation 
allows individual universities to 
charge up to ten per cent above 
the general hike. 

The University of Ottawa has 
refrained from any increase 
beyond the necessary 7.5 per 
cent, giving it the lowest fees in 
Ontario at $845 per annum. 

Refusing to exercise the ten 
per cent option cost the 
University $1.2 million. Con- 
sequently, library acquisitions 
are down 42 per cent, compared 
with 1972 levels and the 
bilingual programs for which 
the University of Ottawa is 
renowned are suffering. 

Davis was granted the 
honorary degree this year to 
mark the anniversary of the 
University of Ottawa Act. In- 
troduced In 1965 by Davis while 
he was Minister of Education, 
the Act brought the U of O into 
"the family of government- 
subsidized institutions,” 
Guindon told the Daily 
yesterday. 

Guindon said last weekend 
also marked the entry of Gerald 
Pelletier, author of the Official 
Languages Act, into politics. 
Pelletier initiated a special 
grant of $5 million annually to 
the University of Ottawa to 
defray "the supplementary 
costs of bilingualism.’

Torture is used widely in the 
Third World to quash threats 
against governing military 
regimes, which are nurtured by 
economically exploitative 
Western nations, says 
Chengiah Ragaven, a former 
prisoner of conscience In South 
Africa. 

Speaking at a meeting of 
McGill Amnesty International 
on Monday, Ragaven said, "In 
most of these countries, the 
military depends heavily on the 
knowledge and technology of 
political persecution imported 
from metropolitan countries."

Ragaven said that many of 
the generals of these 
repressive regimes receive their 
training in the United States, 
which was responsible for 
installing these dictators in the 
first place. He said the major 
concern of these governments 
Is not to serve the people of 
their country but to protect the 
vested interests of 
multinational corporations and 
developed countries. 

“Unless there's a full scale 
revolutionary war, the Western 
powers will continue (this 
exploitation)", he said.

"The department has yet to 
state one official reason why I 
am not qualified to carry out 
the duties required of this 
position." 

Although Department 
Chairperson Waller requested 
an interview last week with the 
Daily, he told the Daily 
yesterday that there was 
nothing further to discuss 
about the Mandel case.

TORONTO - More than 12,000 
people marched in front of the 
Ontario Legislature (Queen’s 
Park) Saturday to protest plant 
closings and rising unem- 
ployment in Ontario.

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Comment : Who shall run the student presses? 



The unfocused, byzantine politics of 
small CEGEP students associations 
are, generally speaking, of no great 
interest to McGill students. There is 
something tiring about the spectacle of 
legions of late-teen politicians battling 
over small budgets, while grappling for 
power within students unions that are 
often the object of little concern even to 
their own memberships. 

Besides, we get to watch battles at 
home for higher stakes. 

However, sometimes there are 
lessons to be learned from the colleges. 
The situation at Vanier Ste. Croix, where 
the campus students’ council is in the 
process of fumbling Its way through a 
campaign to eradicate Its student 
newspaper, Is a case In point. 

What appears to have happened is 
this. Vanier Ste. Croix's student 
newspaper, the End, was operated last 
year without complete regard tor staff 
democracy or forjournallstlc ethics by a 
group of editors and staff members, 
most of whom have since graduated 
from Vanier and moved on. 

Some of the executives of the 
students' association were annoyed 
enough during the course of last year to 
introduce several students’ council 
resolutions, which would have had the 



effect of curtailing the End’s editorial 
freedom. 

The resolutions were all defeated by a 
students' council leery of getting its 
fingers burnt over the paper’s editorial 
freedom. However, there may have been 
some link between the bad blood 
between paper and council and a club 
policy approved last spring, which 
terminated all groups, including the 
End, and required them all to submit 
detailed applications .this fall if they 
wanted to reconstitute themselves. 

The new Ste. Croix council president 
elected In the spring, Jim Jeffcott, 
could sympathize with last year's 
executive. He had been a reporter on 
the End and had bolted the paper in a 
dispute over Its failure to print his ar- 
ticles. He went on to publish an edition 
of an "alternative newspaper", which 
divided Its time about equally between 
denouncing the End and praising the 
Ste. Croix council. 

Oncé elected, Council President 
Jeffcott followed up an initiative of last 
year's council and helped constitute a 
committee to study the feasibility of a 
forced merger of the End and the 
Snowdon Press, another student 
newspaper published at Vanier’s 
Snowdon campus by a separate 



students' council. 

Over the objections of the Snowdon 
Press, the committee recommended 
that the papers be merged. 

The proposal was aborted recently, 
when a new Snowdon Council balked at 
the project. Both councils are now 
giving the matter "further study", ac- 
cording to Jeffcott. In the meantime, 
neither the End nor the Snowdon Press 
have published this fall. 

The Press is apparently in the 
process of reconstituting itself, a dif- 
ficult proposition because there is as 
yet no publication on the stands to draw 
volunteers. 

The End’s returning staff with the 
exception of Its editor deserted the 
paper when It became apparent that the 
conflict with council was going to start 
anew. Staff recruitment has so far failed 
to draw volunteers for the same reason, 
and again because there is nothing on 
the stands to generate interest. The 
paper is now free to go through the 
bureaucratic steps set out by the 
council to become a "newspaper club", 
but it is late in theyearalready... 

Therefore, whatever may come of the 
Ste. Croix executive’s merger proposal, 
it has succeeded in crippling and 
perhaps in killing off the End. Indeed, 



the Ste. Croix executive's arm is long 
enough to have mangled the Snowdon 
Press in the process. 

Student newspapers often forget how 
vulnerable they are to ham-handed over- 
reactions from their "publishers”. The 
situation at Vanier is not an isolated 
event. Other examples abound; at the 
University of British Columbia this 
summer, the students' council there 
was prevented from effectively im- 
posing its own editorial board on the 
Ubyssey only when the paper brought in 
sympathetic reporters from Van- 
couver’s commercial media to a council 
meeting. In the glare of the television 
lights, the UBC council decided to give 
the matter "further study". 

At a number of universities, 
newspapers have done something 
about the problem. This paper hopes to 
as well; an autonomy proposal for the 
Dally Is now before the McGill Students' 
Society, the product of a summer-long 
process of negotiation and compromise 
with McGill students’ Council members 
appointed to represent the Society. 

The next few weeks will determine 
whether the council will act in good 
faith to end the potential for more 
crises.

“...and they shall beat their 

swords into ploughshares...” 



Two weeks ago Project 
Ploughshares organized a 
screening at the National Film 
Board of films about disar- 
mament, the war machine, and 
the nuclear-military con- 
nection. Some hundred people 
showed up to see War Without 
Winners, Paul Jacobs and the 
Nuclear Gang, and a videotape 
of Helen Caldicott on the ef- 
fects of radiation. These 
filmstrips drove their point 
home quite well, and the 
discussion following them was 
emotional. 

The most interesting part of 
the discussion came when a 
couple of people turned on the 
organizers of the evening and 
blamed them for not having 
bought the message to them 
earlier. 

That message reads in a 
nutshell: There Is no peaceful 
use of nuclear power; com- 
mercial and military uses of 
nuclear power are wedded 
together and their common 
threat to human life is con- 
tinually mounting. Disar- 
mament, radical social change, 
and non-nuclear energy are but 
different sides of what has 
melted down to a fight for 
survival. 

Starting tomorrow, McGill 
students will have the chance 
to listen, test, and change this 
message. A coalition of more 
than ten student groups active 
on campus has put together a 
programme of 12 events for 
McGill Disarmament Week. The 
films shown at the National 
Film Board will be screened 
again. Ralph Nader will be here 
to speak on the subject of the 
nuclear timebomb. Jan Mar- 
tenson, Assistant Secretary 



general to the United Nations 
and Head of the UN Centre for 
Disarmament, will also speak 
on what can be done to counter 
the arms race. Ann Gertler, the 
leading Canadian expert on the 
issue will talk about the past 
record and future plans of this 
country, including the other 
side, the chaps from the Atomic 
Energy Corporation, who have 
grown so defensive that they 
refuse to participate in panel 
discussions any longer. So, 
they will have their own forum. 

The thrust of the week is to 
bring the issue of disarmament 
down from the level of sterile 
diplomatic discourse, of 
convenient abstractions and 
meaningless semantic com- 
promises, to the level of a 
discourse of action. For if those 
people are right who say that 
we have to mobilize for survival 
then we should start thinking of 
what we have to do. 

There are no recipes and 
decades of struggle have been 
fought before us. But the 
mounting threat of nuclear war 
— the US and the USSR 
produce three atomic bombs 
daily — and the qualitative leap 
in toxicity of radiation con- 
tamination have changed not 
only the rules but the complete 
nature of the game. 

Nobody in this university 
shall after this week be able to 
say s/he did not have a chance 
to know about it.

We would like to call at- 
tention to some of the 
misunderstandings that have 
arisen from our article, “Rape: 
Everybody’s Problem." We feel 
that many of the responses 
have concentrated on points 
that were secondary to our 
main argument. 

We would like to begin by 
outlining the issues we were 
aiming to stress: 

1) Rape is one manifestation 
of the pervasive violence of our 
culture. 

2) Rape is treated differently 
than other violent crimes, In 
both the legal and personal 



coming Into contact with them. 
We realize that it is a 
distressing situation for men to 
be viewed as enemies. 

We do not want to give the 
impression that women and 
men can never trust one 
another and that relationships 
between the sexes must always 
be permeated by a fear of rape. 
It is "irrational," but never- 
theless "real" that women do 
fear all men at night, regardless 
of how nice they might be. 

Mike Miench has stated that 
we are just as "bigoted” as 
blacks and whites who regard 
one another as enemies; we 
feel that it is naive to think that 



a man. 

Finally, we would like to 
address the criticism that the 
Women’s Union merely 
editorializes on the issue of 
rape, rather than doing 
something concrete. We have 
stated our position on practical 
solutions above. 

The Women's Unoin was 
instrumental in implementing 
the escort service operating at 
the library. (Unfortunately, at 
present neither the library nor 
the fraternity escort service 
appear to be very active.) We 
have sponsored self-defense 
courses regularly throughout 
the past few years, with the 



case, discredit our 
organization. On second 
thought, however, we realized 
that the definition of "militant" 
was not inappropriate to the 
feminist movement. To 
"militate" Is to work against an 
existing force, to be assertive, 
to implement dramatic change.

realms as it is a crime of sexual 
violence. 

3) There are no easy 
solutions to the problem of 
rape in particular, and, more 
generally, violence. We do not 
wish to condemn any practical 
solutions, but want to stress 
the danger of acception these 
practical solutions as cure-alls. 

Much of the criticism we 
have received has emerged 
from the sentence, "Much of 
the difficulty regarding the 
subject of rape stems from the 
fact that it makes women and 
men enemies." Neither, the 
Women’s Union nor the 
feminist movement has created 
this reality nor will we take 
responsibility for it. 

When a woman walks alone, 
she is unable to judge the 
character of an approaching 
man by his appearance. 
Therefore, irrational as it may 
seem, the mere fact that he is a 
man may invoke fear. Some of 
our male friends have sensed 
this reality as they have noticed 
women intentionally crossing, 
the street in order to avoid

blacks should not regard 
whites with resentment and 
anger, given the evidence of 
history. 

We would now like to ad- 
dress the question of our 
criticism of the fraternity escort 
service. Again, we do not wish 
to condmen any practical 
solutions to the problem of 
rape. If one feels more com- 
fortable being walked home, 
then take advantage of the 
opportunity. If one prefers 
carrying a whistle or taking a 
self-defense course, then do it. 

The one practical solution we 
will condemn, however, is 
staying home. Women must 
have an understanding of the 
violence of our society, but 
connot internalize it to the 
extent of feeling completely 
helpless; victims of society. 
Our reservations about the 
escort service is that it purports 
to be a cure-all. There is no 
doubt that there are some good 
intentions among the fraternity 
men, but we fear the reper- 
cussions when women will only 
feel safe when accompanied by

None of this is meant as a 
formal "defense of the 
Women’s Union.” The 
criticisms which arose from our 
article have been taken 
seriously and have caused us 
to question our methods as a 
result. We firmly believe that 
the major focus of our group is 
education; we will not limit 
ourselves to being a policing 
organization which attempts to 
protect women against the 
violence of today’s soctety. We 
feel that the greatest defense is 
a true exposure to an un- 
derstanding of existing at- 
titudes and forces, and the 
Women's Union gears its ac- 
tivities and speakers programs 
to further this consciousness.

witness to things I was helping 
in," said that the threat of a 
Soviet invasion "is not likely."

"The terror you live with 
hangs over you," said Ragaven 
of the plight of millions of 
South Africans who are in- 
volved in the liberation 
struggle. He explained that 
anyone who shows even the 
slightest political inclination Is 
a target for persecution. While 
he served as president of the 
Black Students' Association at 
the University of Natal, 
Ragaven was placed under 
house arrest for his in- 
volvement in political activities. 

Ragaven described the 
horrific tortures that victims of 
these regimes are subjected to. 
They include attaching the lead 
wires of a field telephone to 
various parts of the body — 
usually the most sensitive, 
such as the genitals — and 
cranking up the phone. 

Immersing a victim’s head in 
water indefinitely and pouring 
water over a victim’s rag- 
covered mouth, causing him to 
choke, are other techniques 
employed. 

Ragaven stressed that 
women should pay particular 
attention to this phenomenon, 
since female prisoners often 
face “the most pernicious 
sexual torture." 

Ragaven said black South 
Africans who are fortunate 
enough to be employed per- 
form menial tasks for slave 
wages. He cited the experience 
of his father who worked for a 
multinational for 25 years, only 
retire crippled, partially blind, 
and pensionless. Ragaven 
himself as a community school 
teacher; after ten years ex- 
perience, he was earning ten to 
fourteen dollars a month. 

Now working on a thesis at 
Cambridge University on tor- 
ture in Latin America, Ragaven 
ruefully added, “You never 
recover from the feeling of 
inferiority that the society 
engenders."

such as the common "new and 
improved" label sported by 
many goods. He said this often 
means that only one new 
ingredient has been added and 
cited one case where only 
colouring had been added to 
cheese, thus enabling it be 
advertised as "new and im- 
proved." 

Professor Schwartcz 
debunked popular miscon- 
ceptions about nutrition and 
stated, "It has never been 
proven that reducing 
cholesterol levels in the blood 
will reduce the Incidence of 
heart disease." 

The cholesterol level in the 
bloodstream can be lowered 
both by prescription drugs and 
a modified diet, which can 
include 3 beers a day, since 
beer has been proven to be 
beneficial in lowering 
cholesterol levels. The level of 
cholesterol in the bloodstream 
can only be raised, however, by 
eating powdered cholesterol, 
which is used solely for ex- 
perimental purposes. 

Professor Schwartcz also 
condemned low-carbohydrate 
diets which he claimed were, 
"recommended by doctors who 
have zero training In nutrition."

Last year in Champlain 
Regional College, the student 
Executive Council went into 
trusteeship. The reason for this 
was a lack of student par- 
ticipation.

The Shaughnessy Cup crowd 
of 2,300 at the Concordia 
Athletic Complex that watched 
the McGill Redmen trounce the 
Concordia Stingers 37-22 was 
treated to something special: 
They good people were able to 
see two games for the price of 
one. The first game was a 
defensive struggle which 
started and ended in the first 
half with the Stingers leading 8 
• 7. The second game was a 
show of offensive might which 
started in the third quarter and 
ended with the Redmen 
maintaining their firm grip on 
the symbol of intercollegiate 
football supremacy in Mon- 
treal, the Shaughnessy Cup, 
for the fifth year in a row. 

McGill’s record in the 12 
Shag Cup games is now nine 
wins, two losses and one tie 
against Loyola and Concordia 
football teams. With the win, 
the Redmen have assured 
themselves of a playoff spot in 
the OQIFC and à victory over 
Bishop's next Saturday would 
ensure that McGill plays its 
first playoff game in the 
friendly confines of Molson 
Stadium. 

Following the lead of the 
Redmen, the Stinger football 
club at halftime donated $1,000 
to the Terry Fox Marathon of 
Hope. The donation consisted 
of the proceeds from both the 
Shag Cup classic and from a 
beer bash held earlier in the 
year by the Stingers. The Shag 
Cup game benefitted both the 
Redmen and the Canadian 
Cancer Society and Dally 
Sports would like to commend 
the entire Concordia Stinger 
organization for their con- 
tribution. 

With the score 8-6 Concordia 
in the last moments of the first 
half, the Redmen found the 
passing game that had been 
lost since the game three

weeks ago against Queen's. 
Twenty-eight minutes and 55 
seconds had elapsed before 
Redmen quarterback Vic 
Pywowarczuk completed his 
first pass of the game. The 37- 
yard strike to wide receiver Rick 
Biewald came after nine 
straight Incompletions. This 
pass was the one that per- 
manently set the Redmen of- 
fence in gear for the rest of the 
game. 

The third quarter belonged to 
McGill right from the outset. 
With the wind forcing two 
illegal procedure penalties on 
Concordia’s attempt at a 
second-half kickoff, the Red- 
men returned the successful 
third kick, from the Stinger 25- 
yard line, to the Concordia 52. 

After a first down gain of one

yard, Pywowarczuk dropped 
back, got excellent pass 
protection from the offensive 
line and fired a 34-yard pass to' 
Biewald for a first down at the 
Con 18 yard line, one of Rick’s 
four catches for 91 yards. 
Pywowarczuk’s confidence was 
clearly back and after a near 
miss to Biewald In the endzone 
on the next play, Pywowarczuk 
again dropped back to pass on 
second down and he hit Tim 
Heron in the endzone for the 
touchdown. With this TD the 
Redmen were ahead to stay, 19- 
8 . 

Another turnover by the 
Stingers, one of their five, 
resulted in the second Redmen 
major of the afternoon. Colin 
Anderson’s pass to favored 
receiver Gerry Prud’homme 
was tipped by Redmen 
defensive halfback Dennis 
Walde into the open arms of 
Colin Woon-Sam, who returned 
the pick-off 18 yards to the Con 
36. 

Again going to his hot right 
arm, Pywowarczuk passed to 
slotback John McGuinness for 
34 yards to the Con two yard 
line.

Tie one , lose two

For the Redmen hockey 
team, this past weekend was 
disappointing in a way but it 
gave McGill an opportunity to 
test its capabilities against 
other university teams for the 
first time in 1980. Of the three 
exhibition games, the Redmen 
lost two, 10-1 to the Université 
de Montréal and 5-0 to Queen’s, 
and tied Ryerson Polytech 5-5. 

Queen’s, which was rated 
number one in Canada for a 
short time last year and has a 
Canadian National team 
member on its roster, and 
Ryerson are both from the 
Ontario University Athletic 
Association (OUAA) where the 
style of play relies more on size 
and hitting than on stickwork 
and good skating. 

The Université de Montréal Is 
an experimental "club" team, 
meaning that it can have up to 
five non-student players on the 
roster, and the club was a 
surprise to everyone. U de M 
not only beat McGill by a sound 
margin, but it also defeated 
Ryerson and played a tough 
game against Queen’s. 

In Friday night’s 10-1 loss to 
U de M, play was fairly slow- 
moving in the first two periods 
of play. U de M’s Gaétan 
Jacques began the scoring with 
a powerplay goal at 2:40 in the 
first period. Less than two 
minutes later, McGill's Pat 
Chiasson evened the score with 
a backhanded shot past 
Montréal goalie François 
Desnoyers, on a pass from 
forwards Ken Covo and Brad 
Field. 

But that was all Desnoyers 
would allow for the night. He 
was impressive In goal all night 
as he foiled every attempt by 
the Redmen, including a few 
breakaways by forward Alan 
McDonald. 

McGill’s François Grenier 
also looked steady In goal until, 
with two minutes left in the 
second period, U de M's Gilles 
Maisonneuve caught Grenier 
too far out of the net, scoring 
his first of four goals. 

This mistake seemingly 
ruined Grenier's composure, as 
he played with less intensity 
and aggressiveness from that 
point on. Grenier let in one 



more goal in the second period 
plus four others In the third 
period, before being replaced in 
nets by Larry Rush with seven 
and a half minutes remaining in 
the game. Rush did not fare 
mucn better, allowing three 
goals, accounting for the ip-1 
final score. 

"We came off three fal/ly 
easy wins (against CEGEP 
teams)," said McGill coach fyen 
Tyler after the game. "We câme 
up against a fast skating team 
and our systems aren’t quite 
ready yet. We need to wojk/on 
defence." The Redmèn defence

allowed five powerplay and two 
shorthanded goals, as their 
play, both offensively and 
defensively, lacked intensity., 

Intensity returned to a cer- 
tain degree In Saturday’s game 
against Queen’s. The entire 
game was played well, with lots 
of hitting and good goaltending 
by Larry Rush and Golden Gael 
goalie Andy Chisolm, so the 5-0 
score doesn't indicate how 
close the game really was. 

Two of Queen’s goals were 
on the powerplay, as McGill 
again received over 20 minutes 
worth of penalties. 

In the second period, a bit of 
controversy arose when 
McGill’s Robert Daigneault and 
Queen’s Ron Folk got into what 
looked like a wrestling match. 
“The problem was that the ref 
didn't know the rule (that any 
five minute penalty entails a 
suspension)," commented 
coach Tyler. Both players were 
ejected from the game but 
received no further suspen- 
sions. 

McGill's defence had im- 
proved since the previous game 
but the offence was having 
some problems. As forward Tim 
Bossy put it; “We weren’t 
pressing them enough on of- 
fence." Indeed, there never 
seemed to be a Redman In front 
of the net when shots were 
taken, but there also weren’t 
enough shots taken. After the 
game, forward Bruce Randall 
said. "That's the last loss we’ll 
have like that." 

So far, Randall hasn’t been 
proven wrong as the Redmen 
tied Ryerson in their game 
Sunday. The McGill offence 
improved and the penalty
